Thou sands of New Yorkers gath­ 
ered in lower Broadway , at the eitv 
hall and at the battery and joined in 
giv ing- them a welcome home which, 
while not comparable to the demon­ 
stration for Col. Charles A. Lind­ 
bergh, was proof that New 
^ork 
was was happy to hav e them back. 
Ju st at noon they stepped ashore 
from the city ’s cu tter Macon at the 
foot of Broadway and came in tri­ 
u mphant parade, with soldiers and 
sailors and bands escorting them, to 
the City Hall where May or James J. 
Walker greeted them in the 
city ’s 
name. 
In the midst of the 
ceremonies 
at the City Hall, howev er, the skies 
which had been 
threatening 
rain 
since early morning, finally 
broke 
and a downpou r began which sent 
hu ndreds from the streets scu rry ing 
for shelter. 
Ju st before noon 
the 
Macon, 
which had gone down the bay 
to 
meet the fliers, came into sight from 
the battery . 
Whistles in the 
lower 
harbor 
broke ou t in terrific din. Ferry boats 
stopped and salu ted as the parade 
went by . Sirens shrieked. 
As the noon hou r stru ck the Ma­ 
con was warped into her slip 
and 
the crowd sent u p 
an 
acclaiming 
roar which drowned ou t the 
mu sic 
of the massed bands and v ied 
with 
the howling of the sirens. The tre­ 
m en d ou s ou tbu rst of cheering 
and 
The fliers came off the boat 
at 
12:05, By rd in the lead and followed 
noise that greeted Lindbergh, 
in order by Nov ille, Acosta, Balchen 
and Chamberlin. Mrs. Walker, wife 
of the may or, and Mrs. By rd ran to 
greet them. 
The fliers pau sed a moment 
to 
shou t into a microphone bu t 
the 
sou nd was almost drowned ou t. 
“ Hello awfu l glad to 
see y ou ,” 
shou ted ( hamberlin. 
“ Hello my friends, glad 
to 
be 
back,” Acosta said. 
Throngs waited for the fly ers 
at 
City Hall Park where the welcom­ 
ing ceremonies were schedu led and 
they were adv ised of the arriv al by 
the shrieking sirens. They sent u p a 
tremendou s cheer ev en before 
the 
motor cars, bearing the men, 
left 
the battery . 
The inev itable snow storm of pa­ 
per floated from windows 
along 
Broadway . 
In the 
procession 
Commander 
Bv rd and Grov er Whalen occu pied 
the first car. Then came a car with 
Bert Acosta and Clarence Chamber -

Clau de M’Daniel, liv ing north­ 
west of Carthage was arrested last 
week when officers are said to hav e 
fou nd a portion of stolen goods at 
his place, and he is believ ed to be 
implicated in a gang which has been 
doing mu ch robbing in that part of 
flie cou nty . 
Sev eral 
other people 
are implicated, and officers are con­ 
du cting a search for those who ar#1 
su spected.

Rapid ( ity , S. D., Ju ly 18 —iU.R)— 
Prominent democrats in Sou th Da­ 
kota are talking abou t Sen. James 
A. Reed, dem., Mo., as 19 28 presi­ 
dential nominee. 
Gov . W. J. Bu low, Ju dge Charles 
J. Bu ell and T. B. Worner, demo­ 
cratic state comftiitteeman, hav e in­ 
formed the United Press that 
the 
sentiment here is strong for 
Reed 
ev en thou gh he is wet. 
They 
ex ­ 
pressed the opinion that 
the state 
delegation might be for the Missou r­ 
ian nex t y ear. 
Reed is a western man and 
is 
well known in this state while Gov . 
A1 Smith of New York, 
the other 
prominent democratic wet is 
not 
v ery well known here. 
Opinions 
of Bu low, 
Bu ell 
and 
Worner are 
considered 
here to 
be qu ite ex pressiv e of 
democratic 
sentiment in the state 
and in fact 
throu gh the west which thinks along 
somewhat the same lines as Sou th 
Dakota. Bu low is the first democra­ 
tic gov ernor elcted in this repu bli­ 
can state in y ears. Bu ell is a ju dge 
and he and Worner hav e long been 
delegates 
to 
democratic 
national 
conv entions. All three propably will 
be delegates nex t y ear. 
While there is hardly a chance for 
democrats to carry this state 
in 
the election, sentiment of democrats 
toward selection of the democratic 
nominee. 
Arrangements hav e been made that 
if the Sou th Dakota delegation does 
not go ou tright for Reed it may be 
pledged to Bu low who fav ors Reed 
as against other prominent candi­ 
dates who thu s far hav e been men­ 
tioned. 
T'p to this time Reed has failed 
to dev elop mu ch su pport ou tside of 
his home state of Missou ri bu t the 
addition of Sou th Dakota indicates 
a possibility of adding sev eral wes­ 
tern siates to his colu mn. 
While Reed’s popu larity here was 
being made su bject of political dis­ 
cu ssion, gossip of White Hou se a t­ 
tache was centered u pon circu lated 
stories that Ev erett Sanders, secre­ 
tary to President Coolidge intended 
to take an indefinite leav e 
of ab­ 
sence Au gu st 1, for his health. 
Sanders indignantly 
denied 
re­ 
ports of contemplated 
resignation 
and said he did not now 
contem­ 
plate a leav e of absence, 
lie may 
take a v acation du ring the 
latter 
part of his stay here or when he re­ 
tu rns to Washington.

Su fficient points of contact 
had 
been established, howev er to 
war­ 
rant 
continu ation of the pou rpar­ 
lers they said. 
Althou gh gross tonnage continu es 
to occu py a foremost place in the 
conference the qu estion 
of 
gu n 
calibres has arisen to harass 
the 
United States. 
Japan and Great Britain were re­ 
ported in v irtu al agreement on lim­ 
iting the nu mber of cru isers carry ­ 
ing eightineh gu ns, with the rest of 
the tonnage allotment spread ou t in 
any way desired, 
no cru isers 
to 
ex ceed 10,000 tons and all to carry 
six -inch gu ns. 
The Americans hav e said inform­ 
ally that they will not consent 
to 
shifting the issu e of tonnage to that 
of aggressiv e strength. 
A spokesman for the conference 
issu ed a commu niqu e at the close of 
today ’s session in which he said non 
commitallv that progress had been 
made in reconciling “ differences be­ 
tween Japan and Great Britain re­ 
specting su rface au x iliary craft.”

URGED III CIRTHIGE THEFT

Indiana su preme cou rt 
is ex pected 
to decide Tu esday whether 
D. 
C. 
Stephenson is illegally 
imprisoned 
for the mu rder of Miss Madge Ober- 
holtzer. 
Not only will the ru ling determine 
whether the former grand dragon 
of the Ku Klu x Klan is to be freed 
and giv en a new trial, bu t it may be 
followed by release of another ser­ 
ies of docu ments -ex posing Indiana 
political secrets. 
For the time being, 
the political^ 
inv estigation is being condu cted by 
prosecu tor William 
H. Remy 
and 
his assistants 
withou t 
aid 
from 
Stephenson. He has withdrawn into 
silence, fearing 
any 
new 
mov es 
will be interpreted as attempts 
to 
influ ence the su preme cou rt, accord­ 
ing to his attorney s. 
The su preme cou rt 
is conv ening 
for an 
u nannou nced 
pu rpose 
al­ 
thou gh it is now in v acation term. If 
a ru ling is giv en on the Stephenson 
appeal, it will be in response 
to 
pleas for early action. 
Stephenson's attorney s 
attacked 
his conv iction 
of mu rder 
on the 
grou nd that failu re of the 
Marion 
cou nty clerk to sign a transcript for 
change of v enu e to Hamilton cou nty 
had made the later proceedings in 
Hamilton cou nty illegal. It was their 
argu mentt hat no trial was had and 
the case remains at the statu s it had 
when the change 
of v enu e 
was 
granted and before the 
trial 
had 
been set. In v iew of this, they as­ 
sert he is held illegally in the Mich­ 
igan City state prison. 
This argu ment was made before 
the La Porte su perior cou rt. Its re­ 
fu sal to grant a writ of habeas 
corpu s for release 
of 
Stephenson 
was appealed to the higher cou rt. 
If the present appeal fails, Step- 
henon’s attorney s will proceed with 
the appeal from the conv iction 
it­ 
self. This appeal 
is based 
on the 
contention that the actu al trial wras 
fu ll of errors. The appeal has been 
taken, bu t briefs hav e 
y et 
to be 
filed. 
Stephenson is represented by his 
attorney s as in high hopes that one 
of the two appeals will resu lt in his 
retu rn to the pu blic life from which 
the conv iction took him.

elbow cau sed her mu ch annoy ance. 
The accident in which she 
was 
’hu rt occu rred shortly 
after 
mid­ 
night Su nday sou th of Andersonv ille 
and jeopardized the 
liv es 
of 
six 
Ru shv ille people who were retu rning 
to this city , in a 
Packard 
sedan, 
owned and driv en by T. Rich Reed, 
Ru shv ille 
elev ator 
owner. 
Mrs. 
Reed, Mr. and Mrs. John H. Kipling- 
er and Mr. and Mrs. T. G. 
Kelley 
were other occu pants of the Pack­ 
ard, bu t none of the Ru shv ille peo­ 
ple was inju red. 
Mr. Reed was driv ing north

The two largest vessels ever con­ 
structed by any navy soon will 
be 
added to the fleet of the U. S. navy. 
They are the U. S. S. Saratoga and 
Lexington, airplane carriers de luxe. 
These shhips are the “ rem nants ” 
so-called, of six authorized in 1917, 
when Congress planned to build six 
super battleships, the Constellation, 
Constitution, 
Lexington, 
Ranger, 
Saratoga and the United States. 
The world must have drawn 
an 
extra breath at the sheer immensity 
of the navy’s dream. Each ship was 
to be nearly 900 feet long, 106 feet 
wide and to have an armament 
of 
eight 16 inch guns, sixteen 6 
inch 
guns and eight 21 
inch 
torpedo 
tubes. Each was to be the last word 
in naval construction, with a com­ 
plement of 1500 men and a speed of 
34 knots an hour. 
Now, however, only the Saratoga 
and the Lexington remain, the fo r­ 
mer being completed at Camden, N. 
J., and the latter at Quincy, Mass. 
And these have been converted from 
super war ships to super airplane 
ships. From what once appeared to 
be salvage 
m aterial 
these 
have 
emerged and so j>opular do 
they 
promise to be that nearly every navy 
officer and man will seek berths on 
them. 
The Lexington and Saratoga rep­ 
resent the ultimate in airplane c a r­ 
rier construction. They are in gen­ 
eral sister ships. As one can easily 
imagine, building these ships 
has 
been a whale of a job, for 
many 
things are embodied in «them no oth­ 
er ship has known. 
First, of course, is the peculiar 
construction above the water line. 
A carrier must have 
an 
adequate 
place for planes to land and 
take 
off. The U. S. S. Langley, our iirst 
carrier, prepared her deek by te ar­ 
ing away the coaling gear top ham ­ 
per which she employed as a collier. 
Then was built a flat deck covering 
the ship. The smoke stacks on

Langley fold out ot the way and the 
ship has no masts. 
Now, however, the two new ships 
have the regulation superstructure, 
without the mainmast. The carriers 
have their superstructure on 
the 
starboard side, of the 
top 
deek, 
called the flight deck. 
The 
navy 
calls this grouping the “ island” and 
such it appears t<> he. 
This grouping is sufficient in it­ 
self to identify these vessels as a 
distinct type. No sailor 
searching 
his way home after dark ever will 
peer through the fog and swear a 
volume, wondering what ship looms 
up ahead. 
These ships literally “ loom 
u p ” 
ahead. The how, for instance, 
in­ 
stead of coining to a point, starts 
from the water like a clipper and is 
cut off to facilitate landings, leav­ 


ing no sharp point against 
which 
the ships of the air * may 
strike. 
Nearly 900 feet from the bow 
the 
flight deck stretches, ending at the 
stern in another novelty. Here 
a 
ram p overhangs to permit the easier 
landing of planes from th a t 
direc­ 
tion. 
In order to preserve the integri­ 
ty of the flight deck, 
all openings 
with the exception of methods 
of 
bringing the planes up from 
their 
storage places below are on 
the 
starboard side and in a line with the 
superstructure. Of course tin* flight 
dcek carries launching devices and 
devices for slowing the planes down 
so they will stop before sliding off 
the end of the ships. These apparati 
are most secret. 
Viewed from the side, the ships 


present another 
odd 
appearance. 
Along the sides in special 
galleries 
they carry their small boats. Such 
arrangem ents as these are due 
to 
th<* necessity of keeping every 11011- 
essential off the flight decks. 
Inside may be found other inter­ 
esting development, markedly 
d if­ 
ferent from common 
shipbuilding 
standards. 
The planes are stowed in a 
huge 
hangar space, the 
immensity 
of 
which hardly can be appreciated by 
one who has not seen it. When you 
recall that the ships are as long as 
four 200 foot city blocks, perhaps 
this size can he 
appreciated 
and 
understood. Figures here are 
fo r­ 
bidden. 
In addition to this general stow­ 
age place, there is room fo r stowing 


d is-assembled planes; there 
is 
a 
huge power plant, which can gener­ 
ate enough power to meet the needs 
of a Boston, a San Francisco or any 
other large city. 
Sailors will delight in the fact 
that the deck will be painted. 
Thus 
they will he spared the 
necessity 
of holystoning a broad expanse of 
teak, nearly 90,000 square feet. The 
luxury suggested by this statem ent 
will be carried into 
the 
“ insides” 
| for, for the first time in the navy’s 
history, all first and second ('lass 
petty officers will sleep in individual 
hunks, while cooks and bakers will 
j produce their viands by electricity. 
And as for life safety, nets 
will 
; stretch nearly around the ship 
to 
save airplanes and men when 
the 
form er become unmanageable. 


The pseudo- scientist would 
de­ 
light in the complete 
photographic 
laboratory, optical repair shop and 
the various ship’s repair 
shops. 
Dental and sick bay facilities 
in­ 
clude an X -ray machine, while p as­ 
senger elevator is included for the 
conveniences of those who will live 
aboard these ships. The best 
the 
world can provide has been installed 
in the laundry and galleys, with 
a 
most modern hot and cold air cir­ 
culation system. 
Everything accomplished on other 
ships is carried oot by 
electricity 
on these two carriers, 
and 
many 
things 
hitherto regarded 
as 
im­ 
possible are also done by electricity. 
Sixteen boilers in 16 fire rooms will 
provide the power necessary to pro­ 
pel the ship and carry on all other 
activities. Horsepower to a total of 
180,000 is generated. 
Oil storage, m asthead heights, ex­ 
pected steaming radius, plane capa­ 
city and provision cannot be 
dis­ 
cussed because they are m ilitary se­ 
crets. The radio equipment in itself 
would All a volume, t may be 
re­ 
marked, however, that the marvels 
of these ships are so many that all 
others in the navy would be desert­ 
ed could all those w ho want assign­ 
ments here be accommodated. 
The background of the construc­ 
tion of these ships is^ not a new sto­ 
ry. The six named earlier were 
to 
be built at Newport News, Philadel­ 
phia, Fore River and 
New 
York. 
Both government and private yards 
were"to handle the work. Contracts 
were signed as early as 1917, and 
work proceeded until March 
1919, 
when a shortage of funds caused a 
cessation of activities. Later 
the 
same year 
more 
money 
became 
available and it looked as 
though 
the superships, then one third com­ 
pleted, would he finished. 
Then came the disarm am ent con­ 
ference and four of these fell by the 
wayside, while the remaining 
two 
were completed for a different pur­ 
pose. Ghosts of sea fighters, whose 
keels never felt the rise and fall of 
an ocean surge, they died while on 
the builders’ ways.

John Hunt Morgan was 
bom 
a t 
Huntsville, Alabama, in 1825 
and, 
when six years old, moved with his 
parents to a farm near Lexington, 
Ivy. He was a First Lieutenant in a 
Kentucky regiment during the M ex­ 
ican war and when the C.ivil 
W ar 
broke out he took 200 men and the 
arm s and amunition of the Lexing­ 
ton Guards and escaped to the re ­ 
bel lines, where for some time 
he 
acted a s a “ ire© lan ce”, until 
he 
attracted the 
attention 
of 
Gen. 
Bragg, who made him a colonel 
of 
cavalry. * 
Impetuous, dashing and fearless, 
he rendered good service to the con- j 
federaev and many of the tales told 
of Morgan’s cruelty, are 
without 
foundation in fact. W ar at best is 
cruel, but Civil war, of all others, is 
most cruel and 
rapacious. 
The 
“ W ar of R oses” in England la s t­ 
ed nearly thirty years and our own 
four. We of the North saw little of 
its cruelties or the awful 
d ev asta­ 
tion of invading armies. Those, who 
have read W ashington Irving’s des- j 
cription of the “ Barbarity oi W a r” i 
will never forget it, and those, who 
have read the story of the m assacre j 
at Fort Pillow, will understand 
the j 
horrors and brutality, 
which

times, resulted from it, a s many a | 
man died, a fte r it,

IS EXPECTED ON TUESDAY 


Ruling will Determine His Ptea for 


New Trial, and Also His Release 


on Bond Pending Trial 


Indianapolis, July 18—<UB—The 


Indiana supreme court is expected 
to decide Tnesday whether D. C. 
Stephenson is illegally imprisoned 
for the murder of Miss Madge Ober- 
holtzer. 


• ~ Not only will the ruling determine 
whether the former' grand dragon 
of the Kn Klnx Klan is to be freed 
and given a new trial, but it may be 
followed by release of another ser- 
ies of documents .exposing Indiana 
political secrets. 


For the time being, the politics^ 


investigation is being conducted by- 
prosecutor William H. Remy and 
his assistants without aid from 
Stephenson. He has withdrawn into 
silence, fearing 
any new moves 


will •be interpreted as attempts to 
influence the supreme court, accord- 
ing to his attorneys. 


The supreme court is convening 


for an unannounced purpose al- 
though it is now in vacation term. If 
a ruling is given on the Stephenson 
appeal, it will be in response 
to 


pleas for early action. 


Stephenson's attorneys attacked 


liis conviction of murder on the 
ground that failure of the Marion 
county clerk to sign a transcript for 
change of venue to Hamilton county 
bad made the later proceedings in 
[Tamilton county illegal. It.was their 
argnmentt hat no trial was had and 
the case remains at the status it had 
when the change of venue 
was 


granted and before the trial had 
been set. In view of this, they as- 
sert he is held illegally in the Mich- 
igan City state prison. 


This argument was made before 


the La 'Porte superior court. Its re- 
fusal to grant a writ of habeas 
corpus for release of 
Stephenson 


was appealed to the higher court. 


If the present appeal fails, Step- 


henon's attorneys will proceed with 
the appeal from the conviction it- 
self. This appeal is based on the 
contention that the actual trial was 
full of errors. The appeal has .'been 
taken, but briefs have yet to be 
filed. 


Stephenson is represented by his 


attorneys as in high hopes that one 
of the two appeals will result in his 
return to the public life from which 
the conviction took him.

The two largest vessels ever, con- 


structed by any navy soon will be 
added to the fleet of the U. S. navy. 
They are the U. 8. S.-Saratoga and 
Lexington, ainpiane carriers de luxe. 


These shhips are the "remnants" 


so-called, of six authorized in 1917, 
when Congress planned to build six 
super battleships, the Constellation, 
Constitution, 
Lexington, 
Ranger, 


Saratoga and the \tTnited States. 


The world must have drawn an 


extra breath at the sheer immensity 
of the navy's'dream. Each ship Was 
to be nearly 900 feet long, 106 feet 
wide and to have an armament of 
eight 16 inch guns, sixteen 6 inch 
guns and eight 21 
inch 
torpedo 


tubes. Each was to be the last word 
in naval construction, with a com- 
plement of 1500 men and a speed of 
34 knots an hour. 


Now, however, only the Saratoga 


and the Lexington remain, the for- 
mer being completed at Camden, N. 
J., and the latter at Quincy, Mass. 
And these have been converted from 
super war ships to super airplane 
ships. From what once appeared to 
be salvage' 
material these have 


emerged and so popular do they 
promise to be that nearly every navy 
officer and man will seek berths on 
them. 


The Lexington and Saratoga rep- 


resent the ultimate in airplane car- 
rier construction. They are in gen- 
eral sister ship*. As one can easily 
imagine, building these ships 
has 


been a whale of a job, for many 
things' are embodied in them no oth- 
er ship has known. 


First, of course, is the peculiar 


eonttmction above the water line. 
A carrier must have an adequate 
place for planes to land and take 
off. The U. S. S. Langiey, our first 
carrier, prepared her deck by tear- 
ing away the coaling gear top ha"m- 
per whkh she employed as a collier.

such it appears to be. 


This grouping is sufficient in it- 


self to identify these vessels as a 
distinct type.

volume,, wondering what ship looms 
up ahead. 


These ships literally "loom up" 


ahead. The bow, for instance, in- 
stead of coming to a point, starts 
from the water like a clipper and is 
cut off to facilitate landings, leav- 


Ing no sharp point against 
which 


the ships of the air ' may strike. 
Nearly 900 feet from the bow the 
flight deck stretches, ending at the 
stern in another -novelty..

In addition to this general, stow-

Thus 
they will be spared the
